Claim Rejections under 35 USC - 112 

3. Claims 13-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 13, lines 1 and 2, "an extension member extending 
from said gripping means such that a distal end of said member 
extends from about 0 to about 2 inches'' is unclear how the 
extension member extends from about 0 inches, the extension 
member should has some length instead zero inches.

Claims Rejection Under 35 USC - 103 



4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms 
the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office 
action : 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious ac 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Benzakarya (5,664,746). 

Benzakarya discloses baby bottle holder which comprises 
means for gripping the baby bottle (16), an extension member (13) 
extending from the gripping means such that a distal free end of 
said member extends past the gripping means and a visually 
stimulating ornament on a distal free end of said extension 
member . 

Although Benzakarya device does not teach the exact the 
shape, size and dimension of the extension member and the 
ornament as that claimed by Applicant, the shape, size, dimension 
differences are considered obvious design choices and are not 
patentable unless unobvious or unexpected results are obtained 
from these changes. It appears that these changes produce no 



functional differences and therefore would have been obvious. 
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Note that: Benzakarya does not intend his device to be used 
for "training the eyes of the infant"; However, this feature is 
an intended use of the Applicant's device and not limiting 
feature of the claim. The structure of the claim device is the 
same as that of Benzakarya. Therefore, the claimed invention 
does not distinguish over the Benzakarya device.
